East housed the headquarters and two or three companies of a W0? battalion 
which had cover number 1762. * Another WOP company was In the castle of 
R&daerits (0 52/G 09), two companies were stationed in Penzig (0 52/B 01), 
one company in Eoesslitz (0 52/B 00), and a border guard detachment in 
Hennersdorf (0 52/B 01). 

2. A border guard cotapany at Reichensu (0 51/G 08) controlled border guard 
detachments at Warkersdorf (OSt/G 07), Licbtenberg (0 5l/G07) $ Bad 
Oppelsdorf (0 5l/G 07), Scxanerau (o 51/G 07), Seitendorf (0 5l/G 08), Gr. 
Poritsch (0 5lfo 97) and Rotraaa (0 5l/G 08). Other border guard detachments 
were stationed at BLumberg (0 52/G 09) end Kcenigshsin (0 52/G 08). Ro 
fortifications were known to be located in the entire border tip around 
Reichenauc 
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4. In early July 1950 the barracks Installation at Moya housed Greek 

civilians. Estimated at several thousand, they were aid to have belonged 
to the former Communist Greek Amy.
